A Struggle, a Triumph, an Appeal. 

A very worthy movement was initiated 
in this city a few months ago, and,as it is 
now a complete success, there need be no 
hesitation to speak treely of the annoy- 
ances and difficulties which have attended 
its progress. A small company of public- 
spirited gentlemen, for the most part 
young mén, feeling that the city had en- 
dured quite long enough the inconvenience 
andthe shame of having no library of a 
public character, conceived the idea and 
attempted the labor of supplying the de- 
ficiency. The method by which they 
sought to accomplish their end was very 
modest,and quite feasible. It was entirely 
adapted to the peculiar state of mind 
which characterizes this community with 
respect to all such projects. The plan was 
to increase their numbers to fifty persons, 
then organize, fit up roums, and proclaim 
the Louisville Library Association. They 
did not dare to propose anythingmore grand 
than this, since they well knew the diffi- 
culties they would have to encounter, and 
they could not torget the untoward resuits 
which have attended all previous attempts 
And, indeed, even 
this modest scheme seemed at the outset 
an undertaking of no small magnitude. 
But these gentlemen went to work with 
spirit and resolution, and by the tame they 
were ready to hold their first megting they 
were rewarded with the gratification of a 
list of more than one hundred and fifty 
subscnibers. Such unexpected success 
was more than encouragivg. It prompted 
the prime movers to renewed efforts in be- 
halt of their darimng enterprsse, and by this 
time they are able to boast that,in a 
city of only 100,000 population, no less a 
number than 250 have been thoroughly per- 
suaded to unite for the purpose of creating 
and maintaining #0 rare and costly an 
establishment as a Library Association 
Nor does the wonder stop here. There 
were bo more than six or ten persons 
hunting jor these 250, and it only required 
three monthsof zealous and persistent 
effort to find them. We challenge the 
rest of the world to maich these magnifi- 
cent results. Perhaps there is no other 
point of space, unless it be the “Oonteder- 
ate X Roads,” where so excellent a scheme 
would prosper so well. After so sublime 
an achievement as this, who can gain- 
say that there is something 
exceptionally glorious in the geographical 
position of Louisville. Only think ot it! 
ten men, by hard work, in the short space 
of three months, bave discovered, among 
160,000, no less than 250 so public-spirited, 
so devoted to the moral and intellectual 
interests of the community, so concerned 
for the hopor of the city, and so over- 
flowing with generosity, that trey nave 
allowed themselves to be coaxed or shamed 
into giving as much as $30 each towards 
founding what we haye done without for 
years, the civilizing and ennobling in- 
fluence of a library. Well done, noble 
and virtuous 100,000. This chapter 
of thy history should be written 
with a Laureates pen, and be 
printed in letters of gold! Be it our 
privilege to publish your high and beau- 
tifa] action, as the light of so bnght an 
example shouki not be hid under the 
buabel ot a narrow localism, but should 
be allowed to shine forth in all its glory 
for the reproot, the inspiration and the 
instruction of all other places that may

For, no doubt, there 
are places known to LIVINGSTONE and 
DuCHAILLU whose condition is far worse 
than ours, and among whom our generous 
efforts in bebalt of a library will excite 
amazement and command admiration 
and respect. To such we may serve 
as a city set upon 8&8 hill 
But we have not told the whole story 
yet. Itisfu'l of amazing incidents. It 
ten earnest and determined men had to 
work three montbs to persuade two hun- 
dred and forty others to join them in the 
highly creditable endeavor of getting up a 
library, it will be readily understood that 
the work of these ten,or less, by no 
means ceased with the getting of mem- 
bers, In fact the hardest part of the work 
came alterwards. If the wealthy and en- 
hghtened citizens of Louisville are horribly 
slow to subscribe their names to works of 
& public spirited character, many of them 
are still slower about paying any 
sums which they may have sub. 
scribed to such purposes. Accordingly 
no one will be surprised to learn that the 
labor of collecting these subscriptions has, 
in numerous instances, exceeded the labor 
of obtaining subscrivcre. This is a secret 
which can be let out now with pertect 
safety, inasmuch as the difficulty has been 
handsomely surmounted, there being left 
only a few incorrigibles, who are both old 
acd rich, whose word is as good as their 
bond, and whose bond in the long run is 
equal to money, and who are therefore 
entitled to some indulgence; but unless 
their agreement is fulfilled before long 
there will probably be brought to bear 
against them such a volley of remorseless 
duns that in order to secure peace of mind 
they will be forced either to settle in full, 
or to become out and out repudiators. We 
mention this to show how determined 
are the leaders of the library movement 
to make their cause a complete success, 
It would be a most disgraceful piece of 
business for any man to back out of an 
obligation towards such an institution, and 
any man who would do such a thing 
ought to be held up to the public scorn. 
And we are assured that no subscriber will 


‘be let alone until he has either completed 


his subscription or absolutely refused to 
do so, and then he oyght to be sued for 
breach of contract. If it had been or was 
an easy matter to get members, there 
might be less reason for holding on to 
them so tenaciously, But as every mem-

As yet, however; it cannot pretend to be 
anything more than the nucleus of « hb- 
rary. But it contains the germ of a mag- 
pificent institution, It 1s the purpose ol 
its founders to make it the pride and the 
glory ot their city. They mean to adver- 
tise it, and work for it antil they have 
made it an affair of sufficient importance 
to give it claim to the character of a noble 
public utility; until! they have seen it 
attain the rank of one of the finest of our 
civic adornments, It has required a tre- 
mendous amount of energy and industry 
to accomplish what has alreaay been done 
and this is but the beginning, Our city 1s 
now absolved of the guilt of having no 
library;, but it this one tafis to realize the 
splendid future which it now so brightly 
promises, the blame must rest upon the 
shoulders of the entire community, and 
the character of the act will be so 
y mean and disgraceful that 
the reputation of our city will carry the 
hateful stais' for yearsto come. Fy upon 
the man who loves his city, whose life it 
has. made prosperous, and who has be- 
come able to retum to the community 
which has blessed him greatly some slight 
reciprocal token of grateful appreciation, 
that will not respond with alacrity to the 
claims which an institution hke this 
library has upon bim; and upor all others 
similarly situated! If the community has 
any claims at all upon its well-to-do 
members, those we mean who possess and 
enjoy its choicest comforts and advantages, 
there can be none less doubtful and more 
urgent than its claim to a public hbrary. 
It it is a part of Christian duty or rational 
conduct to promote moral and intellectual

The change for the better jo every de- 
partment of tbe cily government, aad in every 
eld where labor is employed on public work-, 
the Implovement has been so worked since 
Masor Bexter assumed direction of effairs as to
